™ the Charleston and Massachusetts Bay Colony 
stamps we bring to mind the founding of two great 
colonies. Friday, January 16, 1931, saw the first 
appearance of a stamp commemorating a friendship 
between two great nations, a friendship which 
started one hundred and fifty-four years ago when 
there came to this country a man whose brilliant, 
meteoric life and heroic death will forever live in the 
hearts of all true Americans. I refer of course to 
the Pulaski stamp. 

This is officially known as the General Pulaski 
Commemorative stamp, and was first placed on sale 
Friday, January 16, 1931, at the following cities: 







Chicago, New York, Brooklyn, Buffalo, Pittsburgh, G 


Cleveland, Toledo, Milwaukee, South Bend (Indiana), 
Gary (Indiana), Detroit and Savannah (Georgia). 
Forty million of these stamps were ordered print- 
printed as an initial supply. Whether any more are 
later ordered remains to be seen. Probably there 
were four plates used in printing this supply. The 
numbers of these plates will be announced as soon 
as I have definite information. It is a two-cent 
stamp, red in color, and in size and shape the same as 
our ordinary two-cent postage stamp. It was printed 
on the flat-bed press from engraved plates in sheets 
of four-hundred, which were divided into the stand- 
ard panes of one hundred stamps each before being 
issued to postmasters. No imperforates or coils have 
been ordered. 

The design is rather conventional in treatment, 
similar to many of our recent commemoratives ex- 
cept for the dates, inscription and central design. 
I will not attempt a detailed description. It is 
sufficient to give a few of the more important fea- 
tures of the stamp. The central picture is a likeness 
of General Pulaski adapted from an old etching by 
H. B. Hall which appears in Jones’ History of 
Georgia, showing Pulaski as he appeared during his 
brilliant career with Washington during our War 
for Independence. The publishers of Linn’s Weekly 
feel fortunate in presenting in this issue, a repro- 
duction of this original etching from which the 
likeness for the stamp has been copied. At the left 
and right sides of the stamp are the dates 1748 and 
1779 representing the birth and death of Pulaski. 
The flags of Poland and the United States are shown 
on the right and left sides respectively.

This stamp is rather remarkable in several ways. 
In the first place it commemorates a great man not 
so much for any specific deed, but as personifying 
the friendship between Poland and the United States 
which has its origin in his heroic and tragic life. 
In the second place it was placed on sale simultan- 
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eously in twelve different cities. In the third place, 
these cities were selected not for any particular con- 
nection with his life, but as great centers of Polish- 
American population, where the interest in the stamp 
would naturally be the greatest. Savannah, Georgia, 
is the one exception, for it was there, while fighting 
for American liberty, that he was killed in 1779. 

I have said that this stamp commemorates Pulaski 
as personifying the friendship between Poland and 
the United States. Why? If you will read on I will 
tell you the story of a life that for brilliance, cour- 
age, daring and sacrifice has never been excelled; 
the story of a hero if ever there was one; the story 
of one who placed right above might, who cham- 
pioned not one losing cause but two; the story of 
one who gave his life in a far land, fighting against 
insuperable odds for a forlorn hope; the story of one 
who, in his two short years in this country achieved 
an undying fame, and whose memory gleams with a 
lustre that grows brighter with the passing cen- 
turies. 

Casimir Pulaski, or Kazimierz Pulawski as the 
name was originally known, was born March 4, 1748, 
in Podolia, in Lithuania, then part of Poland. And 
it was a troublesome time and place, for Poland was 
on the eve of her great struggle for existence against 
the evil machinations of the three great powers; 
Russia, Austria and Prussia. His father, Count 
Joseph Pulaski, was a nobleman of high rank and a 
gentleman of great attainments and high standing, 
holding for years the position of chief magistrate 
of the district. In 1768, when Casimir was barely 
twenty, the political situation of Poland had become 
desperate, as it was all too evident that the inten- 
tion of Russia and her allies was the dismember- 
ment of the smaller nation within their coils. Casi- 
mir’s father then came to the fore as the real lead- 
er of the Polish nationalists, displaying a genius 
for leadership little suspected in the quiet magis- 
trate. He led in the formation of the Confedera- 
tion of Barr, a nation-wide organization of zealous 
patriots eager to sacrifice their all if necessary to 
preserve the liberty of their country. Count Pu- 
laski’s fervent patriotism found a ready response 
in his three young sons, of which Casimir was the 
second, and they entered the conflict which was to 
bring death to all but one, and exile to him. 


I wish that time permitted the story of this con- 
flict, for no more epic or gallant struggle has ever 
been recorded, nor any more hopeless one. In the 
course of the following two years Count Pulaski 
and two of his sons died in the defense of their 
country. Casimir, tho little more than a boy, rose 
to supreme command of the Polish patriots, and his 
every action bespoke the born leader of men. Keen- 
ly intelligent, indomitably brave, daring but not 
reckless, beloved by his men he was the sword of 
flame that kept their merciless enemies at bay 
against overwhelming odds. But in the end those 
odds became too great for human resistance. The 
enemy hordes came in ever-increasing numbers and 
by sheer weight overcame all resistance, struck down 
every brave hand that dared to hold a sword in de- 
fense. The end came in 1771, further struggle was 
useless. Poland was no more, and Casimir Pulaski, 
a price on his head, his family dead, his lands con- 
fiscated, escaped to Turkey. To hide? Far from 
it! Even there he wrought with superhuman effort 
to enlist aid for his country which was beyond all 
aid, and failed only because the apathetic Turks 
cared little what happened to Poland. 

We know but little of the next five years in Pu- 
laski’s life. History does not touch upon it, but 
in 1776 he appeared in France, shortly after our 
own Declaration of Independence gave notice to the 
world of another new nation struggling for exist- 
ence. It is easy to understand how Pulaski, who 
had spent his life since boyhood fighting for his own 
country’s liberty, only to see it go down in defeat, 
should turn his sympathies toward another young 





nation fighting for freedom. Our cause appealed to 
him as had his own, and on meeting Benjamin 
Franklin in Paris he absorbed from that great 
statesman the epic story of our struggle and was 
fired with determination to throw his aid into our 
cause. Knowing his fame and genius as did all 
Europe, Franklin sent him over here with letters 
of the highest recommendation to George Washing- 
ton. He landed in Philadelphia in the summer of 
1777, joining Washington’s army as a volunteer. 

And now comes one of the strangest and most 
tragic cases of history repeating itself. Pulaski 
during his long conflict in Poland had fought a los- 
ing battle at every turn, had been defeated times 
without number, in spite of his heroic defense. After 
joining our army, during his two years here every 
major action in which he took part culminated in 
defeat for our arms. No man ever fought a better 
fight, no man ever did more to avert disaster, and 
yet no man ever met defeat so often! His was a 
fated life. Never was the slightest blame placed 
upon him, for it was usually his efforts that avert- 
ed a worse disaster, and yet it was fated that our 
arms should be at their lowest ebb during his brief 
life here, and that every battle should be a defeat. 

Pulaski joined our army as a volunteer officer. 
The first engagement in which he took part was the 
ill-fated Battle of the Brandywine on September 11, 
1777. There Washington’s troops, only thirteen 
hundred of them, were routed by the British and 
Germans eighteen thousand strong, under Lord 
Howe. Pulaski showed such conspicuous gallantry 
and leadership, and his sagacity went so far toward 
saving our troops from utter anihilation that Con- 
gress rewarded him four days later with the rank 
of a Brigadier General. At the same time he was 
given command of all the cavalry which our army 
possessed, which was but little, and poorly trained. 

On October 4, 1777, Washington’s army, with 
Pulaski leading the cavalry troops, made an attack 
on the strong British encampment at Germantown 
(now part of Philadelphia). The odds were hopeless, 
and our troops were beaten back with a loss of a 
thousand men, as against the British loss of six 
hundred. Again Pulaski went far towards redeem- 
ing the defeat, almost bringing victory to our side, 
but again the battle was lost. 

That winter he spent training his cavalry near 
Trenton, New Jersey, but he was not satisfied with 
that branch of the service, and in the spring asked 
Congress for permission to raise a mixed command 
of light horse and foot troops. This was granted, 
and Pulaski’s Legion came into existence. A year 
of desultory action followed, with minor engage- 
ments which can not be recorded here. Early the 
following year of 1779 General Pulaski was ordered 
to take his legion south to join the command of 
General Benjamin Lincoln. His next action was at 
the siege of Charleston, where his personal exhor- 
tation held off the surrender of that city after the 
council had voted to give in. His action here may 
be termed the one victory for his arms, and that was 
but a partial one. ! 

From Charleston he went to Savannah, Georgia, 
where the American troops united with the French 
under Count d’ Estaing to make a concerted attack 
on that city which was heavily fortified and held by 
the British. On October 9th, 1779, the big attack 
was launched, and Pulaski, leading his cavalry in a 
furious charge, fell, mortally wounded. He was 
taken on board the American brig “Wasp” and in 
spite of the efforts of surgeons, died on October 11th, 
and was buried at sea. Congress voted a monument 
to his memory, but it was never built. It was the 
people of Georgia who finally erected one in Savan- 
nah. 

Do you understand now why Pulaski symbolizes 
the friendship between Poland and the United 
States? Was there. ever man who gave more to 
both nations To Poland in her dying struggle, he 
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gave his family, his wealth, his courage and his 
matchless leadership. To her he offered his life not 
once nor twice, but a hundred times, and that it 
was not sacrificed was due to no unwillingness of 
his, but to the fate which saved him for a higher 
To America he gave his life! 
and gladly did he lay that last great gift on the 
altar of Liberty, Freedom and human Justice. 
What can we say that 
can ever make or mar the glory of one whose deeds

early date. Value will be 2-5-10- 
20 sents with a surtax of 3 sents 
on each. 


FINLAND 

L’Echo de la Timbrologie states 
that two charity sets were due to 
have appeared on January Ist. The 
first one, consisting of three val- 
ues: 1-112-2m with a surtax of 10- 
15-20p respectively, for the Red 
Cross. The second series, as fore- 
cast by us last August, for the 
Finnish Literary Society, consist- 
ing of two values only: 1m and 
l1%m. We have not heard that 
they have actually appeared, but 
will chronicle them when they are 
at hand. 


GERMANY 


Theodore Champion tells us that 
the three high values in the cur- 
rent air-post series (Nos. 433-4-5) 
are to have the wording at the 
sides changed from “DEUTSCHE 
LUFTPOST” to “REICHSMARK 
LUFTPOST”, following the exam- 
ple set with the 2m postage value 
some months ago. 

HUNGARY 

Mr. R. Roberts submits a number 
of new issues here. First there is 
an additional value to the 1930 
postage series, watermarked Dou- 
ble Cross on Pyramid (210) and 
perf. 144x14: 

A381 50f light yellow brown. 

Next there are three values of 
the 1928-29 series and one of the 
1926-27 series overprinted and sur- 
charged with the ornamental de- 
sign shown below. Numbers in 
parenthesis are the Scott numbers 
of the stamps so overprinted:

HONDURAS 


Stamp Imports, Inc. have sup- 
lied us with the handsome new 
postage series of nine values just 
issued during the first week of 
January. These are products of 
the American Bank Note Company, 
and are up to their usual standard 
of excellence, being one of the most 
attractive series we have seen re- 
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cently. Each stamp bears the dates 
1931 and 1934 in the upper left 
and right hand corners respective- 
ly, indicating that this series will 
be continued in use for those four 
years. A law passed not many 
years ago provided that entire new 
series of stamps should be issued 
only once every four years, and 
this is the 1931-34 set. Unfortu- 
nate!y the law did NOT prohibit 
cverprints and_ provisionals, of 
which we have seen plenty. We 
also predict that the present of- 
ficial series will be changed short- 
ly to conform with this postage 
set. These new postals are on un- 
watermarked paper, perf. 12. 
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le olive brown

INDIA 


Philatelic Magazine again men- 
tions the Delhi commemorative set 
of six values which will appear 
next month.

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LUXEMBURG 

Another country about to enter 
the field of air-post stamps! Stamp 
Collecting reports that an air se- 
ries of four values is in active 
preparation. We look for some- 
thing rather handsome from this 
Duchy. Their scenery is magnifi- 
cent, as we know from personal 
experience. 


MEXICO 

It is reported in Mekeel’s that 
another provisional air-post series 
has appeared, consisting of six val- 
ues. This is the Carranza air-post 
series of 1929 overprinted in three 
lines: “HABILITADO Aereo 1930- 
1931”. The 5¢e and 15c values are 
the scarce ones, there being only 
three thousand of them, which 
limits complete sets to that num- 
ber. 


NEWFOUNDLAND 

The C. D. Reimers Co., of Chi- 
cago, and Frank Wills of St. Johns 
have both sent us the three values 
of the magnificent new air-post 
series. These, and particularly the 
50c value, are as fine productions 
as we have ever seen. They were 
issued January 2nd, and approxi- 
mately 50,000 of the 15¢ and smal- 
ler numbers of the two high val- 
ues were printed. John Dickinson 
& Co., of London, produced them 
and the designs are credited to 
Mr. A. B. Perlin, the editor of 
“Stamp Chat” in the St. Johns 
“Evening Telegram”. (May we re- 
mark aside that the U. S. could 
take a lesson here and let stamp 
collectors design our own stamps. 
Then we would have some beau- 
ties!) 

The 15c is a brown, picturing an 
old-time mail dog team with the 
mail courier looking overhead at 
an airplane mail carrier in flight— 
a contrast between the old method 
and the new. 

The 50c, a brown, shows an old- 
time sailing vessel entering the 
Narrows at St. John’s whilst in the 
skyline is seen the Vickers Vimy 
biplane which made the first suc- 
cessful non-stop flight across the 
Atlantic. The picture shows the 
plane passing over Cabot Tower. 

The $1.00 stamp is a map of the 
North Atlantic showing the route 
of the most historic flights in 
which Newfoundland was con- 
cerned. The inscription at the top 
reads “Historic Atlantic Flights”, 
and the flights designated are— 


Alcock-Brown—St. John’s to Ire- 
land. 

Hawker—Uncompleted flight. 

De Pinedo—Trepassey to Azores. 
Lindbergh’s route—Passing over 
St. John’s. 

U. S. Navy Seaplanes—Trepas- 
sey to Azores. 

Kingsford-Smith—Ireland to Hr. 
Grace. 

Koehl—Ireland to Greenly Is. 


The stamp is printed in contrast- 
ing shades of blue, the centre in 
the lighter shade.

The Philatelic Magazine reports 
having seen a sheet of the 25c of- 
ficial air-post stamp (Scott’s No. 
721) in which the words “Correo 
Aereo”’ are missing from the top 
row of stamps, while the rest of 
the sheet had the words doubly im- 
pressed. Only a block of four from 
the top two rows could show both 
varieties of course. 


NIGERIA 

Mr. Daniel Jacoby reports that a 
1‘2p value in orange color will ap- 
pear shortly on paper watermarked 
multiple crown and script CA. 


NORTH BORNEO 

We have received from Mr. R. 
Roberts the spectacular commemo- 
rative set of eight values men- 
tioned in our Dec. 13 issue. This 
is a magnificent series, large in 
size, well designed, with bizarre 
and unusual subjects and lovely 
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colors. It will be on sale during 
all of 1931, and the remainders, if 
any, will be destroyed at that time. 
Full details of this issue were 
printed Dec. 13th, so we will mere- 
ly illustrate and chronicle. They 
are line engraved, on unwater- 
marked paper, perf. 1212; border 
color is mentioned first:

The 5 on 10 and the 40 on 50 
differ decidedly from Scott’s No. 
427-8, in that the color of the new 
surcharge is in a rose carmine, 
whereas No. 427-8 had the sur- 
charge in a dark red.

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Pulaski First Day News 


One of the first things that 
should be said about this new 
stamp which was placed on sale in 
12 different cities for first day sale 
on January 16th, is that it is a 
successful issue. The postoffice de- 
partment must be congratulated on 
the beauty of design and the de- 
mand for the stamp has already 
been so great that Col. Michael L. 
Eidsness, superintendent of the 
Division of Stamps of the Postoffice 
Department, has announced that 
the original order for forty million 
of the stamps has been increased 
by another order for twenty-five 
million more and it seems that the 
demand will be such that a further 
printing will be ordered. 

At the Chicago postoffice, the 
first day sale broke all previous 
records for any commemorative 
stamp. Mr. LEidsness personally 
superintended the sale of the 
stamps at Chicago and within an 
hour after the sale started the en- 
tire two million stamps on sale at 
that office had been taken up. The 
first purchase was made by The 
Polish National Alliance through 
its president, John Romaszkiewicz, 
who presented a certified check for 
$5000, which represents a quarter 
of a million stamps. 

One feature of the sale at Chi- 
cago was the purchase by Con- 
gressman-Elect Peter C. Granata 
of the 8th congressional district 
who purchased enough of the 
stamps to present one to each of 
the pupils of the 6th, 7th and 8th 
grades of the public and parochial 
schools in his district. The Polish 
Women’s Alliance and many large 
stores and corporations made 
heavy purchases. 

Postmaster Arthur C. Lueder 
personally sold the first stamp to 
Anthony Czarnecki, collector of 
customs and chairman of the IIli- 
nois sesquicentennial commission. 
The first cancelled stamp also went 
to Mr. Czarnecki. Both Postmaster 
Lueder and Mr. Czarnecki spent 
the greater part of the day oblig- 
ing collectors and others by auto- 
graphing covers. Orders from col- 
lectors throughout the country 
were quite heavy. 

“The issue is the greatest success 
we have ever had with memorial 
postage stamps and we have been 
literally swamped not only here but 
throughout the country,” said 
Superintendent Eidsness. “There 
will be 2,000,000 more of the me- 
morial stamps on hand tomorrow 
morning and the outlook now is 
that in addition to the 65,000,000 
we will be obliged to issue another 
65,000,000 before we are through.” 

The original postoffice depart- 
ment announcement regarding the 
stamp stated that the date of Pu- 
laski’s birth was 1746 and it was 


feared that this date might show 
up on the stamp but such was not 
the case. The correct date of birth 
as agreed to by most authorities is 
1748 as is shown on the stamp. 

As has previously been stated 
the Pulaski picture on the stamp 
was copied from an etching by H. 
B. Hall in Jones’ History of pHs 
gia of 1871. The engraving of the 
Pulaski picture is a very beautiful 
piece of work and is an exception- 
ally fine copy of the original etch- 
ing. 

The picture in this issue of Linn’s 
Weekly is a copy of this original 
etching from which the stamp is 
copied and collectors will find it a 
beautiful addition to their collec- 
tion. Prints from the cut used in 
this issue are free to any subscrib- 
er of this publication. All you need 
do is to send a stamped addressed 
envelope so that the picture we 
send you need not be folded. A copy 
will be mailed free of charge to 
every subscriber who sends a 
stamped addressed envelope for the 
same. 

As many additional copies as you 
wish of the picture can be had at 
2e each, we place no limit on the 
number and we would suggest to 
dealers and others that they will 
find these prints very attractive to 
hand out to or to mail to their cus- 
tomers. We have found that col- 
lectors greatly appreciate and prize 
these pictures as we have given 
numerous similar pictures of pre- 
vious issues to our readers. ;

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Numerous readers remembered 
the publishers With first day covers 
and we are glad to acknowledge 
the receipt of covers from our 
friends. Much of the information 
regarding the first day of sale at 
Chicago is taken from a clipping 
from Mr. F. W. Steadman of 
Wheaton, Ill., who rushed it 
through via air mail with a nice 
block of four of the stamps. From 
Mr. F. Sanders of New York we 
have a cover bearing the auto- 
graph of the Consul General of 
Poland as well as of the Secretary 
of the American Polish Chamber of 
Commerce; Roscoe B. Martin of 
Forestville, N. Y., mails a cover 
from Buffalo and encloses our first 
mint block of the new stamps. Oth- 
er covers are from W. O. Thiede, 
Appleton, Wis.; Fred Hambrock 
who is always on the move and 
happened to be at Youngstown, 
Ohio, on this eventful date; J. P. 
Penning of Homestead, who mailed 
a cover from Pittsburgh; Alto 
Stamp Co., one of our new adver- 
tising patrons from Chicago; Har- 
ry Klotzbach of Buffalo, N. Y.;

A FLURRY From all sides, 
IN IMPERFS_ the question is 

asked as regards 
the value of the imperforate 
stamps known as Scott Numbers 
575-6-7 and 631. This latter num- 
ber being the Rotary Press Print 
of the 1% Harding. 

A survey of the field from our 
point of view indicates that all of 
these stamps are worthy of the 
attention of the collector. It would 
be ridiculous at the present time 
to attempt to name a figure that 
would represent an honest value 
for any of the numbers, one guess 
is as good as another. Without 
doubt there are a goodly number 
of most of these stamps held by 
collectors who have acquired a 
habit of salting down a sheet of 
about everything that comes along. 
With prices as are at present being 
offered, some of these are certain 
to come into the market. It will 
doubtless require much time to get 
figures adjusted to any point that 
will represent a true honest valua- 
tion. 

It is not difficult, however, to 
figure out just what has caused the 
furore over these four stamps. All 
of the stamps were on sale for 
some time at the Agency in Wash- 
ington. Those who wanted them 
could get them, some did and some 
didn’t and those that didn’t were 
rudely awakened when the change 
was made in the 1%c Harding 
Stamp. Both collectors and deal- 
ers then began to take stock of 
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their collections and their stocks 
and in many instances it was found 
that the 1% imperforate Harding 
was short. It was found, almost 
as quickly too, that no more could 
be had from Washington and then 
the hunt began. 

In checking up on the 112c Hard- 
ing the le and 2c values which 
were issued and offered at the 
same time also came into the pic- 
ture and the results as regards a 
supply of these two values turned 
out about the same as did the 
Hardings so that both collectors 
and dealers are now in a mad rush 
to corner a supply of four numbers 
and it is going to be some time yet 
before any real knowledge of the 
actual value will be had.

Official notice from Imperial 
Airways received to the effect that 
the first through flight on the 
northern sector, from London to 
Mwanza is scheduled to leave Lon- 
don, February 28th, Cairo, Egypt, 
March 5th and arrive at Mwanza 
on March 8th. 

The first part of the route will 
be the same as that taken by the 
England-Egypt-India service, pro- 
ceeding southward from Alexan- 
dria by way of Cairo, Assuit, 
Luxor, Assan, Wadi Halfa, Karei- 
ma, Kartoum, Kosti, Malakal, 
Shamba, Juba, Butiaba, Port Bell, 
Kisumu and Mwanza. 

The first northward flight will 
leave Mwanza on March 10th and 
should arrive in London on March 
18th, while the company states 
that the southern sector from 
Mwanza to Cape Town will not be 
opened until approximately June, 
1931. 

It is expected mail will be car- 
ried to all of above stations but 
some of them may be excluded and 
definite information not yet avail- 
able on that point. 

The air mail surcharge has not 
yet been fixed by the Postal Ad- 
ministration, but it is not antici- 
pated that the maximum will ex- 
ceed 6d. per half ounce (12 cents) 
in addition to the ordinary postage 
(5 cents). 

Collectors must therefore act at 
once to obtain these covers, and 
Imperial Airways are making a 
charge of 50 cents for handling 1 
to 20 covers from one point to 
another point; and experience at 
Kingston, a British colony indi- 
cates covers should not be sent to 
postmasters. Better try some for- 
eign collector or dealer with whom 
vou have had dealings.

CITY PRINTS AND BUREAU 
PRINTS 


When we talk about precancels, 
it is possible to divide them into 
two big groups. Those which are 
precancelled in the individual cities, 
or city prints, and those which are 
precancelled at the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing in Washing- 
ton, or bureau prints. 

The city prints, of course, repre- 
sent the larger field. They are, in 
the first place, the older. Even a 
5e, 1847, is known to have been 
precancelled from Wheeling, 
W. Va. Any post office may use 
precancels, if their volume of busi- 
ness warrants it. And the ques- 
tion may arise in your minds, just 
when does the volume of business 
justify precancels. Precancels are 
the product of a time and labor 
saving idea. If stamps are can- 
celled in advance, they represent a 
saving of labor, when you consider 
the work to cancel stamps upon va- 
rious sized packages, and in vari- 
ous positions upon the package. 
Cancelling the stamps in advance 
has brought about, more or less, 
uniform cancellations, and they 
now appear with either one or two 
bars above the name of the city 
and state from which the stamps 
are used on mail. 

The volume of business done in 
certain cities, and with certain de- 
nominations of stamps, induced the 
postal department to precancel in 
the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing in Washington, the 


stamps for such cities. The stamps 
thus precancelled are known as 
“bureau prints’, and those can- 
celled in the individual cities as 
“city prints”, or just plain pre- 
cancels. 


DEATH OF W. J. TARRANT 





From Van Wyck Wyckoff of Los 
Angeles, Calif., comes an account 
of the illness and sudden death of 
a former patron of Linn’s Weekly 
and in order that the many friends 
of W. J. Tarrant may know of his 
passing, extracts from the letter 
from Mr. Wyckoff are given. 

“The recent death on Christmas 
eve of my good friend W. J. (Bill) 
Tarrant * * * who had been in a 
sanitarium for about eight months 
with tuberculosis and about three 
or four months ago came home 
where his mother could look after 
him. He had been confined to his 
bed during this period and although 
quite weak, never realized the seri- 
ousness of his condition, and, in 
fact, really thought he was improv- 
ing and was laying plans to in- 
crease his stock of certain coun- 
tries and soon start in business 
again. The full import of the seri- 
ousness of his condition did not 
come until about 10:30 a. m. the 
morning of the 24th of December 
when he had a hemorrhage. From 
then on it was evident he was 
weakening, so about 3:30 p. m. 
several relatives and friends gath- 
ered and started opening Bill’s 
Christmas presents for him. They 
had only got to about the second or 
third package when he had another 
hemorrhage, lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness and quietly passed on at 
4:45 p. m. 

His mother and uncle took him 
to Fox Lake, Wisconsin, for 
burial.” 

W. J. Tarrant previous to his ill- 
ness had been an advertiser in 
Linn’s Weekly and we join with our 
readers who were friends of his in 
extending our sympathies to those 
he has left behind. 

Mr. Tarrant specialized in a few 
countries as a dealer and as a col- 
lector he owned one of the finest 
collections of Chinese Locals in 
existence. Mr. Van Wyck Wyckoff 
will assist in disposing of the stock 
and collection for the relatives. 


LAKE ERIE AIR MAIL 





The people of Kelly’s Island, 5 
miles out in Lake Erie on Jan. 3rd, 
received the second and third class 
mail and parcel post packages that 
had accumulated at Marblehead on 
the mainland. Mail for various 
points over the U. S. were sent 
on that had piled up there. 


The mail men who have the gov- 

ernment contract between Kelly’s 
Island and the mainland had been 
unable to get to or from Kelly’s 
Island with anything but first class 
mail. Several times it had been 
transported by plane. Their regu- 
lar way in the winter is a steel 
shod boat with runners so it can 
go on ice or water. Ice conditions 
had been such for 10 days they 
couldn’t make their regular trips, 
so the contractors hired an extra 
plane and effected a “clean-up” of 
mail. 

This airmail service was at regu- 
lar mail rates, no cachet was used. 
Does anyone know of a _ similar 
service ?

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CHARLES J. PHILLIPS 


Familiarity with names of prom- 
inent collectors or dealers always 
breeds a desire to know something 
about them and a special edition of 
Gibbons’ Stamp Monthly of Lon- 
don, in honor of the seventy-fifth 
anniversary of this old English 
firm of stamp dealers, reviews the 
history of the firm from the time 
of the founder, Edward Stanley 
Gibbons in 1856, up to the present 
date. 


Of particular interest to collec- 
tors in America is the portion of 
the article which refers to— 


“Charles James Phillips, who 
was born in 1863, is a Birmingham 
man, and was first engaged in ac- 
countancy, at one time working in 
the Assay Office. While there he 
found an old record which showed 
that Sir Rowland Hill had worked 
there as an errand boy. His earliest 
introduction to stamp-collecting 
was at the age of ten, and came 
as it has come to so many others, 
through the gift of a Gibbons 
packet. Like many other collectors, 
he had to turn his collection into 
cash, and thence into furniture on 
the occasion of his marriage. 


In his spare time Mr. Phillips 
started to deal in stamps, and this 
proved so profitable that in 1890 he 
gave up his other work, and later 
in the same year bought the busi- 
ness of Stanley Gibbons, to which 
he brought a stock of stamps 
valued at five thousand pounds. 


During the Birmingham period 
he founded the first philatelic so- 
ciety in that city, and was the 
founder and first secretary of the 
Philatelic Protection Association, a 
forerunner of the present B. P. A 


In 1889 he started the “Stamp 
Advertiser and Auction Record”, 
which may be regarded as one o 
the ancestors of Gibbons’ Stamp 
Monthly, as it was later merged 
in the “Monthly Journal’. This was 
only the first of a long series of 
literary ventures, for Mr. Phillips 
became a leading expert and was 
the author of many articles and 
some notable handbooks in which 
he recorded the results of his 
studies. 


From 1890 his history is the his- 
tory of the firm which he conducted 
with energy and enterprise, until, 
shortly after the war, he sold his 
interest to the late G. Hamilton- 
Smith and went to the United 
States, where he has built up a 
large personal business. Known 
and held in affection by collectors 
everywhere, “C. J. P.” is one of 
the outstanding personalities of the 
stamp world. May he live long to 
enjoy his favorite hobby—work.”
